CONFIRMATIONS 

SUCCESSES SCORED BY ROMANIAN STUDENTS IN INTERNATIONAL COMPETITIONS 


As usual, Balkan MalhemaUoR 
■ad Cliwntetry Olympiads were 
organized In May. At the same 
lime a traditional contest was 
held at Arptno (Italy) attended 
by European students who cul- 
tlvata tho values of Latin lan- 
guage and literature. 

As we announced in the pre- 
vious Issue of our weekly. Ro- 
manian students counted among 
Ibo protagonists of the compe- 
titions. 

Dy simply reading the lists of 
Romanian participants — almost 
all o( (hem crowned with aw- 
ards •— several conclusions can 
bo drawn. I added some others 
following my discussions with 
the students and tliolr profes- 
sors. 

First of alt 1 was surpris- 
ed to meet again with some of 
mf older acquaintances. Two 
years ago, three Romanian stu- 
dents wore present Iloth con- 
mum at the Mathematics Bal- 
kan Olympiad held in Bucha- 
rest, Olio or them was the 
you (test boy (Mien only a ninth 
grader) Andrei Moroianu, rrom 
the Blalhciuatlcn-Pbystcs High 
School No, 1 in BuoIiArcAl. He 
could not get Ibo ffrsl prize for 


good as (hoy were Ihenutelven, 
as l was told by the head of the 
Romanian delegation, lecturer 
Sorin Rofca, D. Eng. at lho Poly- 
tcohnie Institute In Bucharest. 
As a matter of fact the five 
ohcmlst-puplls carried their 
team up to the first place in Lhe 
unofficial standings, at a com- 
fortable difference (35 points) 
from the runner-up team of the 
host country. Their contribution - 
was the outcome of their ho- 
mogeneity, a fact noticed as 
early as the nation-wide stage 
of the Chemistry Olympiad 
when they all finished within a - 
spare of four hundredths... 

From among tho five partici- 
pants — all of thorn winners — 

I chose Daniel Funerlu, a pupil 
at the History-Philosophy High 
School In Tlralgoar*. He mtesed 
the first prize "by an Inrh 1 '. He 
hopes to snatch It In the up- 
coming International contests. 
Obviously, provided ho Tlrst of 
all posses the tests. Which Is 
not so easy because the other 
contenders are his colleagues 
who took part In the Balkan 
Olympiad and three of the en- 
larged team (only four will Iw 
selected for the International 


Olympiad 1). I mentioned Da- 
nloi'w name because be Is Hie pro- 
duct of a high school which do- 
minated (lie Romanian team of 
chemistry for two years In a 
row. It was not by uceident that 
the present "Olympic" conten- 
der Instated on my taking down 
the names of all the professors 
working with the specialist de- 

B artment of that high school — 
clla Palnokl, Mlrrea Ntcuicscu 
and Rod lea lager — , the name 
or dr. Maria Plriea, diploma pa- 
pers coordinator at the Poly- 
technic Institute In Timisoara. 
It was they who helped him re- 
ach Ibo fop. Naturally, the high 
school management (who eame 
to the airport to welcome the 
students arriving from Sofia) 
had a significant share iu It, 
loo.
